The learned Camden 156888, the Editors of the Oxford

We have alſo a large group 1 authors, who have confined 
their labours to the aſſembling together the epitaphial Inſcrip- 
tions on our tombs and monuments, either profeſſedly, or 
occaſionally inſerting them in the numerous volumes of local 
Hliſtories of churches, and of particular towns and diſtricts, — 
it has happened, however, that the branch of Antiquity 
which we have choſen for the ſubject of the preſent Sylloge, has 
hitherto been totally neglected; : and yet, it cannot be ſuppoſed, 
that any man ever beheld an auguſt ſtructure but he was inſtantly 
incited to enquire when, and by 2050 fe munificence, and for 
___ what purpoſe, the edifice was conſtructed ; and it is through a 
preſumption, by no means unreaſonable, of the like curioſity 
prevailing amongſt the ſons of men hereafter, that when the 
foundation- ſtone of any grand fabric is laid, care is always taken 
to gratify it, either by an inſcription, or by putting pieces of 
coin then current under it, in order to aſcertain the preciſe 
time of its erection. l : 
__ Conſidering then this natural and inquiſitive ; turn of the

And ſo as to the heathen Temples, which that apoſtle of the 
Saxons found ww, and converted, as has been ſhewn on a 
former occaſion *, into Chriſtian Churches, the A of thoſe 
fabrics are not likely to be known. 

Many chapels again were, in after-times, turned into churches, 
or rectories, by being endowed with the tythes of their reſpec- 
tive diſtricts ; and theſe, as we may well imagine, being but 
mean ſtructures at firſt, and built perhaps by contribution, any 
lapidary or other memorial of their erection can hardly be 
expected to appear. This I apprehend to have been the caſe 
with my little rectory of Mhiilington, which once, as many think, 
was but a chapel of eaſe to the great rectory of Che/terfield ; and 

other like inſtances, there is reaſon to believe, occur, in ſeveral 
parts of this county of Derby, 

Laſtly, it ſhould be conſidered, that though Mr. Gough and 
myſelf have uſed our beft joint endeavours to inveſtigate the 
zras of the ſeveral churches, monaſteries, &c. from unequi-

The ſubject we are upon ſeenas naturally to require that „ 
thing ſhould briefly be ſaid on the erection of churches in general 
in England. When Auguſtine and his aſſociates came hither from 
| Rome, in the pontificate of Gregory the Great, and brought with 
13 them the Chriſtian Religion, the ſtream of it ran muddy enough 
| i:; ſeveral reſpects; but {till thoſe miſſionaries were not Aetians 

| or So/ifidians, but on the contrary had juſt notions of the uſe-

fulneſs, the neceſſity, and the merit of good works. In regard 
to the poor, and the giving of alms, as there was no eſtabliſh- 
ment for them in thoſe times, they were relieved at the doors 
of private houſes, or by the biſhop and his clergy, from whom 
they received a portion of the tythes and oblations , or at the 
gates of the monaſteries, where proviſion was always amply 
made for them. I do not find in turning over biſhop Tanner's 
Notitia more than two hoſpitals * founded before the Norman 
Conqueſt, and one of them was for leprous women. As to the 
other ſpecies of good works, the founding of churches (and I may 
add monaſteries), in places where proper edifices for the purpoſe 
were not already provided, every one could recollect, what he 
read in St. Luke, viii. 5. in commendation of the beneficent 
Centurion; Dignus eſt ut hoc ei præſtes; diligit enim gentem 
noſtram, et ſynagogam ipſe ædificavit nobis.“ And thus the

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veryrſaon began; to build churches, chapels, and oratorics, in epos 
parts that had been converted to dee; Faith, ſor the benefit and 
uſe of themſel ves, their Rouſholds, tenants, and neighbours; 
whence it came to paſs, that the advowſons of ſuch churches 
and chapels were uſually, and in tha common way, veſted: in 
. It certainly was fo. after the Norman conqueſt. 

It has been noted already, that there were 43 pariſh churches 
in Derbyſbire at the Conqueſt, and Mr. Denne, I obſerve, in- 
clines to think thoſe might not be all; be this, however, as it 
may, thoſe fabrics Had probably been erected by the great Sao 
aldermen, thanes, and eccleſiaſtics, So again, the earls and 
nobles, of which we had 14 in Derbyſhire (excluſive of the 
king, the biſhop of Cheer or Lichfield, and the abbat of Burton), 
and all grand- landowners, proceeded no doubt to build churches 
after the Conqueſt, juſt as biſhop Herebert here, in our collection, 
conſtructs the: cathedral of Norwich, and Remigius that at Lincoln. 
But beſides this, the 14 great principal land owners above-men- 
_ tioned had many of them rich and powerful tenants, who held 
manors and eſtates of them by grants, and as theſe grantees 
were people of fortune, they were alſo able to build churches 
for themſelves and their vaſſals, and this ſome of them we may 
be ſure ſoon did . If to theſe liberal, ſingle, and unaſſiſted 
agents in this buſineſs, we add the probable ſuppoſition, that 
ſome fabrics, chapels of eaſe eſpecially, were erected by the ſub- 
ſcription of pariſhioners, or the contribution of labour, the riſe 
and original of far the greateſt number of our religious edifices 
will be * accounted for.

WHOSOEVER deſires to be fully informed of the building, 
conſecration, and dedication of Churches, may have recourſe to 


Hoſpinian's Book de Templis, and Mr. Staveley's Hiſtory of 
Churches in England. What I have here thrown together 


is only a collection of Inſcriptions relative to the ſubject, with 


a few proper remarks *. Some of theſe inſcriptions have never 
yet been made public, and therefore it is to be hoped will 


be the more acceptable to the curious and inquiſitive ; others 


may require ſome little illuſtration; and ſome, as I flatter myſelf, 
may prove of uſe, as they will evince the age when the re- 
ſpective fabrics, to which they belong, were erected. It is true, 
indeed, that churches were not always immediately conſecrated 
upon erection, for Otto, the legate, in the very firſt of his 
canons, A. D. 12 38, obſerves, that he himſelf had ſeen, and 
had heard from many, that there had been great neglect in the 
conſecration of churches ; that ſeveral of them, and even ſome 
cathedrals, had not been conſecrated, though built of old; 
* Mr. Staveley's IXth Chapter is indeed laid out, in a great meaſure, upon this 


topic, and he has produced ſome inſcriptions z but he is very defeQive in that re- 
ſpect. I ſhall, however, pay regard to thoſe he exhibits in their proper places. 
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4 culacnon of Inſcriptions, iluſirating the Building 


wherefore he ordained, that all cathedral, conventual, and pa- - 
rochial churches, which had their walls perfected, ſhould be 
conſecrated by their dioceſan, or ſome other perſon authorized 
by him, within two years. And it is certain, that in purſuance 
of this ordinance many dedications actually enſued *. But till 
I am of opinion, that in a common way dedications were 
ſolemnized, as ſoon as conveniently could be, after the com- 
/ pletion of the fabrics ; and, in general, the dedication or con- 
ſecration, where that can be known, neceſſarily implies an 
erection to have been perfected before that date, except in caſe 
of a re- edification. 
For the preſer vation of ſome wen I ſhall diſtribute my little 
feries into two periods. The times preceding the Norman 
Conqueſt, wherein are inferted certain inſcriptions relative to the 
period, though compoſed and fixed up in after-times; ſecondly, 
the ages that have revolved fince the Conqueſt ; but without 
carrying the ſeries any lower than the reign of king Henry VIII. 
incluſively. 

It were an eaſy matter to enlarge this collection, by adding 
the numerous infcriptions that concern the parts of churches, 
windows, pavements, chantries, bells, fonts , &c. However, 
I have included ſuch additions to churches, as are real ſtructures, 
chapels, chancels, and belfreys or ſteeples. Ahd J imagine this 
Sy lloge, confined as it is to the ſtrict ſubject of the conſecration

Another irreparable misfortune is, that many, perhaps 1 might 
ſay moſt, of the originals of the inſcriptions here regiſtered are 
now deſtroyed and gone, inſomuch that 1 have been obliged, 
except in ſome few inſtances to copy them from ſuch books as 
have happened to preſerve them, and in particular from honeſt 


John Weever's Funeral Monuments. The collection would cer- 


tainly be more curious and valuable, could the inſcriptions have 
been correctly traced and engraved, and the exact duct of the 
characters have been repreſented. At the ſame time that we 


ſhould have been enabled by that means to judge with greater 
certainty of the age of many of them than now we are, we 
might tranſmit to poſterity more correct tranſcripts of many of 
thoſe which have long ſince periſhed, and for which we muſt 
truſt to the inexperience of perſons whoſe little acquaintance in 


ſuch matters prevented their giving faithful repreſentations of 


what they could not always read with preciſion. One recent 
inſtance in illuſtration of this poſition among many others, may 


be taken from the inſcription in Limerick cathedral, as given in 
the Gentleman's Magazine for June laſt *, and by the hiſtorian of 
Limerick. But there is an actual impoſſibility in the caſe, partly 
from the depredations of time, and partly from the negligence 


and villainy of men. And, to confeſs the truth, the expence

Mr. Weever, from whom this inſcription is taken “, obſerves, 
that the truth of it is queſtioned in divers points by ſome of the

learned ſenate 'of our eccleſiaſtical hiſtorians; and indeed, as 


appears from'the mention of the houſe of Franciſcans at Glo- 
ceſter, it could not be written before the I 3th century *, and 


probably not till Henry the VIPs reign, if one may judge from 


the ſtile and language and the orthography of it. Mr. Stowe 


ſays, * on it was written, I know not by what authority, but of 


no late hatid, that king Lucius founded the ſame, &c. &c, Now, 
becauſe many have urged it very earneſtly to me, to let them be 


further acquainted therewith, I have here inſerted the ſame, 


verbatim, as it is there recorded in the table. This tabular 


authority is therefore much too recent in time to carry any 


weight with it, ſince it muſt itſelf depend on the evidence of 


foregoing authors concerning king Lucius, ſuch as Venerable 
Bede and Jeffery of Monmouth. Now though the teſtimony of 
Bede be indeed very great in matters relative to the Saxon 
church, yet it is not always ſo in reſpect of the Britiſh ; and it 
is the opinion of biſhop Lloyd, that in this affair of king Lucius, 
who is ſuppoſed to have been upon the throne in the ſecond 
century, he has followed no better authority than that of the 
Liber Pontificalis (, which the biſhop ſcruples not to call © a mixen

judices that have ariſen in the minds of the learned againſt the 
whole of the Britiſh hiſtory, when unſupported by concurrent

called St. Auguſtine's. This was about A. D. 605. and there 
he was interred 3.

Mr. Speed“ gives us the epitaph of king Ethelbert, as it was 
reported to have been formerly read upon his tomb on the north

The epitaph, no doubt, is a compoſition of the later times,

This, I think, is plain 
from the word Polyandrum or Polyandrium, which ſignifies ori- 
ginally Cœmiterium, but is here uſed for a tomb or ſepulchre of 
a ſingle perſon, as it often was in the later ages. But admit- 
ting this argument not to be concluſive, we have no reaſon. to 
think this kind of jingling verſe was in uſe in the 7th century. 
And Mr. Somner has a weighty obſer vation relative to this matter, 
which ought to have a place here, and indeed will be applicable to 
many of the like caſes hereafter. He ſays, the ancient cuſtom was 
to put a plate of lead, with the interred party's name inſcribed 
on it, into the grave with the corpſe *; ſuch had archbiſhop- 
Dunſtan, ſuch alſo kad Richard, Becket's immediate ſucceſſor. 
Simon Iſlip is the firſt of the archbiſhops, that hath an epitaph 
on his tomb in the whole church (of Canterbury |.

WILFRID, archbiſhop of York, when driven from his ſee, 
came into the ſouth of England, and with good appearance of 
reaſon is ſuppoſed, by Henry Penruddock Wyndham, eſquire *,

Ceolfrid built the church, though perhaps not the reſt of the 
monaſtery, and that the dedication enſued very ſoon after the

time to have been the ſeat of Odda's and Elfric's family; but, as 
theſe are common names amongſt the Saxons, there is no know- 


ing, with any certainty, who Odda and his defunct brother were, 


£lfric ſucceeded duke Alfhere in his province, A. D. 983, and 
was living anno 1003, but was flain in battle by king Cnut, 
anno 1016, as the Saxon chronicle; ſo that he cannot be ſup- 
poſed to be the perſon that died peaceably, as it ſhould ſeem, at 
the place where this ſtone was found. As for Odda, the duke 
or alderman, he poſiibly might be the ſame with him that was 
appointed earl of Devonſhire, Somerſetſhire, Dorſetſhire, and 

Wales, A. D. 1048, and was living anno 1052 ', but a few 
years before the date of our infcription ; as ikewiſe: the fame | 
with him who fubſcribed that charter of king Edward, whereby 


he united the biſhoprick of Cornwalt to that of Exeter *; and 


in Leland's Collectaneas, as Dr. Prideaux obſerves, mention 18 
made of Odda the earl, ſucceſſor of Delfere , who reſtored thoſe 
lands to the monks of Perſhore, which elfere had taken from 


them, and died A. D. 10 86. 
It is ſomewhat extraordinary that Dr. Prideaux could not 


find the name of Ealdred in any Catalogue of the Engliſh 
Prelates; but ſays, he ſuppoſes him to be the fame perſon with 


that biſhop Ealdred who was ſent by king Edward to the Pope 
tor a diſpenſation from a vow he had raſhly made. This learned 
man did not advert to Aldred and Ealred's being one and the

Came name; ; elſe had he conſulted the only catalogue of biſhops 
which ought firſt to have been conſulted, that of the biſhops 
of Worceſter, he would have found him there under the firſt 


name, with circumſtances clearly evincing he was the prelate 


here intended, namely, tht he began to ſit anno Dom. 1048, 
and was tranſlated to York anno 1060, two years after 1058, 


the date here ſpecified ; but he actually held this ſee with the 
primacy of York, and did not die till 1068 or 1069. Biſhop 
Pearſon ſaw this, for in the margin of his book he writes, “ eſt 


in catal, Wigornienſi, ubi Aldredus dicitur, et mentio ejus fit 
apud n, Weſtm. anno 1057 Notes ad Ep.

As he inſcription is not given in the Saxon character, as 


one might reaſonably expect, and not a ſingle letter of that 
appears, I ſhould imagine it was cut many years after the fact. 
And indeed S. Regni, by which I preſume is meant Sacri Regny, 


a very ſingular phraſe at beſt, ſeems to import as much, it not 


being uſual to ſpeak in this manner of a prince whilſt living, 
but after his canonization, Dean Prideaux ſeems not to have 
been aware of this, and therefore reckons the inſcription to have 
been as old as the fact, which paſſed 14 Edw. Conf. or 1058: 
Tor my part, though it relates to a tranſaction in the Saxon times, 
and therefore I have- placed it here, I cannot eſteem it to be 
more ancient than the Poſt-Normannic times, when the fame of 
Edward's ſanctity came to be celebrated; perhaps not till about

Now as Domeſday Book is ſilent as to the exiſtence of any 
church at Aldbrough, one has reaſon to think there was no- 


church there then; conſequently, that it is of later erection ; 
Therefore, if UF built a church there as the inſcription imports, 
in the Confeſſor's time, it muſt have been deſtroyed by ſome 
means ſoon after, as it lay in ruins at the time of the general 
Survey. This ſtone, which apparently belonged to V building, 


was happily pr eſerved it ſeems, and, when the preſent church 


was erected, by a laudable care was placed where it now ſtands. 
If ſo, it does not at all imply that the preſent ſtructure was built 

by the Saxons, as the Commentator aſſerts; indeed he confeſſes it 

now bas a more modern appearance ; but woold aſcribe that to a 


ſucceſſion. of repairs, &c. Such a total. alteration, however, 


could not well happen. The lower part of the ſouth wall of 
the chancel, he obſerves, is built with hewn ſtone, ſuch as was 
Eu 3 V. p-.

This chapel, in proceſs of time, became ſo ruinous that it was 


in danger of falling. When William de Trumpington, abbat, 


who acceded A. D. 1214, and died A. D. 1235, rebuilt it, and 
dedicated it to St. Cuthbert, St. John Baptiſt, and St. Agnes, that 
is, he joined to the original Saint two favourite ones of his own.

Ghoſt, in great devotion laid the firſt ſtone with his own hands *, 
This is agreeable to the account the Tale bears, which {till hangs 
up in the veſtry, containing theſe words?

A very able antiquary, the reverend Mr. Skinner, canon of

The church of Lechiot Matravers in Dorſetſhire was pro- 
bably built about the end of Edward the IIId's reign, ſince Agnes 
de Maltravers, by her will, left 40s. to the fabric, which I under- 
ſtood to imply building, and not any repair or upholding.

The royal arms carved on the ſouth wall of the chapel to- 
wards the altar are thoſe of queen Elizabeth, daughter of Ed- 
ward IV. and wife of Henry, ſo that the date of the building 
may be placed between 1493, when Langton became biſhop, and 
1502, when that queen died. This coat of arms is oppoſite to 
the king's arms and motto on the other ſide of the altar. The 


other coats are, the heir apparent's next to the king, that of the. 
Grey family, into which the queen's mother firſt married, next 
to her own, the arms of the ſee, and a rebus on the biſhop's 
name.

The founder of the church at Lavenham in Suffolk, is not 
exactly aſcertained; : but that the De Veres Earls of Oxiord, and
